Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The patentability of claim 1 over the prior art Swan was discussed 
as well as the subject matter of the Advisory Action in regards to the request for reconsideration mailed March 13, 
2009. No agrement with respect to amending claim 1 was reached, but a few possible patentable scenarios were 
discussed. It was established that the applicant could amend claim 1 to differentiate it over the prior art in a few ways. 
Of which, claiming the hydrogel layer does not include a coating agent or showing that the prior art does not specifically 
teach a hydrogel layer were established to be suitable possible amendments to overcome the rejection of claim 1 over 
Swan.
